WEDNESDAY 

1 

1843.     James   Johnson,    a   runaway    slav^e,  arrested    in    Princeton 
under  the  fugitive-slave  law.     The  case  roused  the  whole  town,  and 
when  the  jury  decided  in  favor  of  the  owner,  a  lady,  Miss  Theodosia 
Prevost   boug-ht   the  slave    for  $550.     She   instantly    freed    him,    but 
"Jimmy"  Johnson  never  rested  until  he  had  paid  her  back. 

THURSDAY 

2 

1761.     John   Rodman,   president  of  the  Medical  College  of  Phila- 
delphia, elected  to  the  board  of  trustees. 

1894.     Princeton    tied    with    Yale    for    second    place  in  the   inter- 
collegiate chess  tournament. 

FRIDAY 

3 

1777.     Battle    of    Princeton,  where    General    Mercer    fell,    fought 
near  the  Old   Quaker  road. 

1877.     Centennial    celebration    by    a    great    sham    battle    on    the 
old  battlefield. 

SATURDAY 

4 

Nicholas  Biddle,  graduated  in  1801,  was  valedictorian  of  his  class. 
Secretary    to   John    Armstrong,    minister   to    France,    and    to    James 
Monroe,  minister  to  England.     President  of  National  Bank  in  Phila- 
delphia until  its  destruction  under  President  Jackson  in  1833.     Died  in 
Philadelphia  in  1844. 

SUNDAY 

5 

Richard  Henry  Bayard,  class  of  1814.     Entered  the  United  States 
Senate  as  a  whig  in  1836,  resigned  1839  to  accept  office  of  chief  justice  of 
Delaware.     Re-elected  to  the  senate  and  served  until  1845.     Appointed 
charge  d'  affairs  in  Brussels  1850.     Died  in  1868. 

MONDAY 

6 

William  Shippen,  class  of  1754.     Trustee  from  1765  to  1796.     He  took 
his  medical  degree  in  Edinburgh,  was  surgeon-general  in  the  American 
army,  also  member  of  the  Continental  congress.     Died  in  1808. 

1891.     Albert  Dod  Hall,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  David  Brown,  opened  to 
receive  students. 

TUESDAY 

7 

1831.     Death  of  Andrew  Kirkpatrick,  class  of  1775.     Chief  justice 
of  New  Jersey  for  20  j'ears.     Trustee  of  both  college  and  seminary. 

Prof.  Alejfander  T.  Ormond,  class  of  '77.     Accepted  chair  in  mental 
science  in  1883.     Published  "The  Foundation  of  Knowledge"  in  1900.

1375.     Second  annual  Intercollegiate  Literary  Association  meet  in 
New  York. 

1888.     Dr.  Francis  L,.  Patton  unanimously   elected  president  of  the 
colleg-e  in  place  of  Dr.  McCosh,  who  had  resigned. 

THURSDAY 

9 

Benjamin  Franklin  Bache,  great-grandson  of  Benjamin  Franklin, 
class  of  1819.     Surgeon  in  the   navy.     Organized  laboratory   in  New 
York  that  furnished  medical  supplies  to  the  navy.     Died  in  1881. 

FRIDAY 

10 

1878.  Intercollegiate  literary  meet  in  New  York.    Alex.  T.  Ormond, 
'77,  takes  first  prize  in  mental  science. 

1879.  Intercollegiate  literary  meet  in  New  York.     Wm.  T.  Elsing, 
'79,  first  in  oratory. 

1889.     First  number  of  Princeton  College  Bulletin  issued. 

SATURDAY 

11 

Benjamin  Harris   Brewster,  class  of  1834,  appointed  by  President 
Polk  to  examine  the  claims  of  the  Cherokee  Indians.     Attorney-general 
of  Pennsylvania  from  1867  to  1869.    United  States  attorney-general  1881 
to  1885.     Always  called  "Burnt  Brewster"  because  he  was  terribly 
burned  and  disfigured  in  saving  his  sister  in  a  fire. 

SUNDAY 

12 

1777.     General  Mercer,  who  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Prince- 
ton,  died   at  Clarke's  farmhouse  near  the  battlefield.     The  house   is 
still  standing. 

MONDAY 

13 

James  Chestnut,  Jr.,  class  of  1835,  served  in  South  Carolina  legis- 
lature  from  1842  to  1852,  and  in  the  state  senate  from   1854  to  1858. 
Fleeted  to  United  States  senate  1859;  expelled  July  11,  1861.     Delegate  to 
Confederate  congress,  colonel  in  Confederate  army,   aide-de-camp  on 
statf  of  Jefferson  Davis  ;  made  brigadier-general  in  1864. 

TUESDAY 

14 

George    Bryan,    trustee    from    1767   to   1778.     Vice-president    and 
president  of  supreme  administration  of  Pennsylvania. 

1887.     A  conference  committee  of  the  faculty  and  students  chosen 
for  the  first  time.

15 

James  Donald   Cameron,  class   of  1852.     Secretary   of  war  under 
Grant,  '76-'77.     Elected  to  the  United  States  senate  in  1877;  re-elected  in 
'79  and  '85.     Chairman  of  the  national  republican  committee  in  1880. 

THURSDAY 

16 

1758.     Rev.  Jonathan   Edwards  inducted  to  the  office  of  president 
by  the  trustees. 

1835.     Princeton  Bank  organized  ;  capital  $90,000. 

FRIDAY 

17 

Alfred  Holt  Colquitt,  class  of  1844.     Served  as  staff  officer  during- 
the  Mexican  war.     Elected  to  congress  in  1852.     He  was  a  member  of 
secession   convention  of  Georgia,  and  major-general  in    Confederate 
arjny.     Elected  governor  of  Georgia  1876,  and  United  States  senator 
in  1882. 

SATURDAY 

18 

Elias   Boudinot,    president   of    the   Continental   congress,  served 
as  trustee  from  1772  to  1821,  the  year  of  his  death. 

1834.     The  Princeton  branch  road  built  by  the  Camden  and  Amboy 
railroad. 

SUNDAY 

19 

1817.     Riot  in  college.     After  locking  in  the  tutors,  the  students 
set  fire  to  the  out-buildings,  for  which  fifteen  or  twenty  were  expelled 
and  twenty  were  brought  to  court. 

MONDAY 

20 

1862.     A  paper  was  circulated  to  raise  funds  for  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  which  had  twice  been  destroyed  by  fire. 

1834.     Delaware  and  Raritan  canal  built. 

TUESDAY 

21 

1817.     A   committee   of   the  students   demanded  that   the   faculty 
re-instate  the  men  expelled  for  the  riot  of  the  19th.     The  demand  was 
refused,  which  resulted  in  a  suspension  of   the  regular  exercises  and 
considerable  confusion.

1805.  Death  of  the  Rev.  Hezekiah  Smith,  class  of  1762.  He  was 
chaplain  in  the  Continental  army  for  four  year.s,  and  an  intimate  friend 
of  Washing^ton.

1826.  Death  of  John  Beatty,  class  of  1769.  Delegate  from  Penn- 
sylvania to  the  Continental  congress.  Secretary  of  state  for  New 
Jersey,  and  trustee  of  the  college. 

1882.  College  decides  to  withdraw  from  the  Intercollegiate  Cricket 
Association.

1754.     The  trustees  voted  to  establish    the    college  in    what    they 
called  "the  promised  land  at  Princetown." 

1874.     Robert  Bonner,   proprietor  of  the  New  York  Ledger,  gave 
$2,000  for  a  boat  house

1753.     The  first  deed  of  land  was  given  to  the  college  by  Mr.  Ran- 
dolph, consisting  of  4^  acres. 

James  Parker,  member  of  the  Federal  congress,  president  of  the 
senate  of  New  Jersey,  served  as  trustee  from  1825  to  1829.

1890.     Establishment  of  mid-year  examination  and  two  terms. 

Col.  George  Morgan,  a  prominent  citizen  of  Princeton  and  one  of 
the  founders,  in  1790,  of  the  first  Princeton  academy,  owned  the  fine 
farm  which  was  afterwards  the  Potter  property.  His  house  was  on 
the  site  where  "  Prospect  "  now  stands.

1891.     The  first  organized  snow-ball  fight  between  freshmen   and 
sophomores. 

1896.     Prof.  Wm.   B.  Scott  lectures  in  New  York  on  the  origin   and 
distribution  of  North  American  mammals.

1794.  William  Bradford,  class  of  1771,  founder  of  the  Whig  Society, 
appointed  attorney-general  of  the  United  States. 

1860.  Death  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Addison  Alexander,  class  of  1826, 
assistant  professor  of  ancient  languages  and  literature.  There  is  a 
tablet  to  his  memory  in  Alexander  Hall.

1898.     Blair  Hall,  the  gift  of  John  I.  Blair,  opened  as  a  dormi^bi:;v. 

Sir  John  Murry   has  named  the   extensive  ocean   depression  off         - 
the  New  Jersey  coast  in  latitude  40°  and  longitude  60°  west,  "  Libbey 
Deep,"  after  Prof.  William  lyibbey.

Served   as 
trustee  from  1840  to  1850.

William  Pennington,  class  of   1813.     Governor  and  chancellor  of 
New   Jersey ;    also   member  of   congress    and    speaker  of    the   house 
Served  as  trustee  from  1848  to  1862.

1790.     Death  of  the  Rev.  George  Duffield,  class  of  1752.     He  was 
chaplain  of  the  Continental  army  on  their  retreat  through  New  Jersey. 
Trustee  of  the  college  for  thirty  years.

1881.     A  college  cricket  association  formed. 

1886.     Debate  in  New  York  between  President  Elliot,  of  Harvard, 
and  Dr.  McCosh,  on  "  Religion  in  Colleges." 

TUESDAY 

4 

1761.     Death  of  President  Davies  after  twelve  months  in  office. 

1822.     The  trustees  having   abolished  the  custom  of  giving  the 
students  holidays  on  the  first  of  each  month,  adding  instead  an  extra 
week  to  their  spring  vacation,  refused  a  petition  of  the  college  for  the 
February  holiday,  in  consequence  of  which  refusal  the  students  cut  the 
classes  in  a  body.

1822.     President   McLean,  when  a   tutor  in  the  coUeg-e,  discovered 
a  student  lighting  the  fuse  of  a  bomb   in  the  entry  of  Nassau  Hall.

1896.     The  opening  of  the  Brokaw  swimming  tank,  given  by  I.  V. 
Brokaw,  in  memory  of  his  son.

1833.     James    Waddell  Alexander,  class   of  1820.     Appointed  pro- 
fessor of  belles  lettres.     Resigned  in  1844. 

1825.     The   Philadelphian    Society    formed  by  four  students,  viz  : 
Peter  J.  Gulich,  Martin  Tupper,  Tobias  Epstein,  and  James  B.  Taylor.

7 

1848.     Death    of  George    Washington    Campbell,    class    of    1794. 
United  States  senator,  secretary  of  the  treasury,  and  minister  to  Russia. 

Alan  Marquand,  '74,  appointed  professor  of  art  in  1883. 

SATURDAY 

8 

George  Mifflin  Dallas,  class  of  1810.    Elected  United  States  senator 
in  1831.     Attorney-general  of  Pennsylvania  from    1833    to  1835.     1837 
appointed  minister    to    Russia.     Elected  vice-president    with   Polk  in 
1844.     In   1856  he  succeeded  James  Buchanan   as   minister  to  Great 
Britain.     Died  in  1864.

1884.     Death   of    Arnold  Guyot,   the    eminent   geologist.     One   of 
Princeton's  most  distinguished  professors.

1892.     The  University  Eating  Club  established. 

1900.     First  room  drawings  for  Little  Hall. 

1900.     Death  of  Dr.  William  Henry  Green,  class  of  1857,  the  dis- 
tinguished Hebrew  scholar  and  president  of  the  Theological  Seminary.

1813.     An  act  for  the   "  incorporation   of  the  town  of  Princeton," 
passed  by  the  legislature  ;  revised  in  1873.

1855.     Henry    Clay    Cameron,   class   of    1847,    appointed   adjunct 
professor  of  Greek. 

1889.     Mr.  C.  C.  Cuyler  endows  a  new  prize  in  political  economy.

1758.     Law  obliging  students  to  wear  cap  and  gown  repealed  until 
1768,  when  it  was  again  enforced  under  President  Witherspoon.

1883.     Death  of  Dr.  Lyman  J.  Atwater,  professor  of  metaphysics, 
logic  and  political  economy. 

1876.     The  Princeton  Club,  of  St.  Louis,  was  founded  in  this  year.

1878.  Two  sophomores,  Carter  and  Atterbury,  '80,  were  visited  by 
a  crowd  of  freshmen  and  roughly  handled  for  having  hazed  one  of 
their  class.  Carter  fired  blank  cartridges  ;  a  freshman  returned  the 
fire  by  a  bullet,  which  hit  Atterbury,  wounding  him  slightly. 

1895.  Wm.  S.  Gummere,  '70,  appointed  justice  of  New  Jersey 
supreme  court.

Goldie,  as  both  fresh- 
men and  sophomores  were  armed  with  pistols.

1897.     Ex-president  Cleveland  and  his  family  took  possession  of 
their  home  on  Bayard  lane.

1802.     Nassau  Hall  set  on  fire,  the   whole  interior,  containing  the 
library  of  the  Philadelphian  Society,  burnt  out. 

1895.     Gen.  Gordon,  United  States  senator  from  Georgia,  delivered

Trustee  of  the  college  for  37  years. 

Entered  civil 
war  as  volunteer  ;  promoted  major-general  1865.     Appointed  secretary 
of    war   under    President    Grant    1869.     Resigned    in   consequence  of 
charge  of  corruption.     He  was  impeached,  but  acquitted.

1891.     Jesse  B.    Riggs,   '92,  resigned  the  foot-ball  captaincy,  and 
R.  H.  Warren,  '93,   was  elected  in  his  place.

1882.     The  first  number  of  "  The  Tiger  "  published, 

1837.     The    Mercer    county  act   passed,  taking  Princeton   out  of 
Somerset  and  Middlesex  counties,  that  had  formerly  divided  it.
